SCORES INJURED 


Flames Fed by Gale Defied Firemen and 


Left Death and Ruin in 


Their Wake 


THOUSANDS ARE RENDERED HOMELESS 


Looters Shot Down by Militia—Churches, Hospitals 


and Public Buildings Destroyed 


Near Boston.' 


Boston, April 13.—Lack of material 


to feed on and the waters of Chelsea 
rivers this morning cnecked the march 
of fire which laid in ruins more than 
one-third of the city of Chelsea. The 
property loss is estimated at $9,000,- 
000. 
Ten thousand persons are home- 


less, three bodies have been found in 
the ruins, and it is prohahle that 
others have perished. 
Between two 


and three hundred are injured and 
nearly one hundred are missing. 


The heart of Chelsea, a flourishing 


city of 37,000 inhabitants with a large 
majority of its churches and schools 
and public buildings and its city hall 
was a blackened, smoking mass of 
wreckage as the sun rose this morn- 
ing. The devastated area covers 848 
acres. Today this district is guarded 
by a regiment of militia and about 500 
special police from Boston and) neigh- 
•boring cities. Liquor licenses have 
been cancelled in East Boston and 
Charleston which adjoin Chelsea. Tie- 
lief work was put in operation today. 
A public .subscription fund was started 
•with several subscriptions of several 
thousand each. 


It is expected that about half of the 


financial loss, or $5,000,000, is covered 
by insurance. 
The feature of the dis- 


aster is the promptness with which 
the big insurance agencies of Boston 
this morning came fr forward 
with 


statements that they were ready to 
pay all losses in. full. 


At the hospitals 105 persons 
had 


received treatment up to 10 o'clock 
this morning but none of the injuries 
are serious. 


It was spontaneous combustion in. a 


pile of rags in the rear of a rag ware- 
house that stared the fire. 


Boston, Mass., April 13.—The state 


militia and the United States marines 
have been called out to guard property 
and protect citizens. Looters 
have 


been flocking in from all parts of the 
state, and already there have been 
clashes in which 
would-be 
robbers 


have been badly wounded. 


The flames have spread to East 


Boston and Charleston, and with the 
fierce wind threaten to cause even a 
greater damage than that in Chelsea. 


An 
apparently insignificant fire 


•which started among the rags on a 
dump in the city of Chelsea Sunday, 
was fanned by a northwest gale into 
a conflagration 
which- 
obliteiated 


nearly one-third of the city. Fi\e 
hundred dwelling houses and public 
buildings were destroyed, fifteen hun- 
dred families were driven from their 
habitations, and 10.000 people made 
homeless. 


Two lives are known to have been 


lost and late last night it was thought 
two other persons had perished, one 
a woman who shot herself in a frenzy 
over her inability to save her property. 
From 50 to 100 were injured. 


An accurate estimate of the Joss is 


impossible.

The fire, 
which was the worst greater Boston 
has known in many years, raped be- 
fore a 45-mile gale for more 5han 12 
hours, defying the utmost efforts of 
the combined fire departments of 
Chelsea and several nearby cities and 
a large detachment of Boston firemen 
and apparatus.

terials were almost as quickly and 
thoroughly incinerated by the fierce- 
ness of the blaze. 


All ithe banks, more than three- 


quarters of the churches, half of the 
business block were wiped out. One 
•hospital and a day nursery "were de- 
stroyed. In the turmoil many of the 
sick and infirm found difficulty in ob- 
taining' assistance, and several of 
them, had narrow escapes. 


Late in the afternoon the wind had 


carried burning embers across Chel- 
sea creek and buildings in East Bos- 
ton caught fire, but extensive damage 
was prevented by prompt and ener- 
getic work by the firemen. 


Among the 
structures 
destroyed 


were 13 churches, two hospitals, the 
public library, city hall, five school 
houses, 20 business blocks, nearly a 
score of factories and upwards of 300 
tenement and dwelling nouses.

Walking into a bain on the farm of 


his employer,,Thomas 'Evans, Monday 
morning, 
a .hired man was hor- 


rified to see Evans lying on the floor 
with a broken, neck, the handle of a 
pitch fork grasped tightly In. tois hand. 
It is the general opinion that Evans 
went into the mow to throw down 
some hay and was seized with a faint- 
ing spell and fell through the opening 
in the loft. 


Mr. Evans owned five hundred 


acres of « od laad along the interur- 
ban half a mile north! of Pataskala, 
and while he made his home in Co- 
lumbus he 'made frequent trips to his 
land to keep track of what was being 
done. 
He formerly lived 
on 
the 


farm and was highly respected by all 
who knew him. 


He arrived from Columbus on the 


4 o'clock car 
Sunday 
night, 
and 


alighted on the Parkinson switch. 
There he_, was inet^by his step son, 
Harry Parker~ a£V Flank Parkinson. 
They drove/ with him to his home but 
left him there as he had work to do. 
After he had fedi the stock he prob- 
ably went to the hay loft to thrown 
down some hay and suffered from a 
fainting spell. 


He has frequently 
suffered 
from 


these attacks and probably in falling 
on the slippery hay he stuck the fork 
into the hay and held to it for support. 
The handle broke and he plunged 
through the opening to the floor be- 
low, breaking his" neck. 


Evans was well to do and besides 


the five hundred acres of landi that is 
situated along the interurban' tracks 
and valued at about $100 a acre, he 
also owned property in Columbus. His 
widow and one son, Emerson, aged 
eight years, survive him.

DEEPLY DISAPPOINTED 


New York, April 13—A Washing- 


ton dispatch says: 


Driven to desperation by the im- 


placable attitude of the Taft forces, 
Senator Foraker has dropped the idea 
of a compromise and is reported to 
be working on the organization of a 
new part. It will, in a measure, sup- 
port the Republican principles, but 
represent the negroes and the Union* 
labor element, which is indignant at 
the so-called inimical attitude of Sec- 
retary Taft. 


This movement was first outlined 


in an address of Senator Foraker be- 
fore the Baltimore conference of the 
African Methodist Episcopal church. 
The negro churchmen hailed him 
with acclaim. Without any trace of 
excitement and* in tie .most practical 
fashion he introduced his idea. HS 
referred to the riots in Atlanta, the 
aftray at Brownsville and the refusal 
of the Republican convention of yif- 
ginia to recognize certain negro del%- 
gates. He was especially bitter on 
the last named action. 


"I think it was a shame, and I don't 


care who knows it," he said. "I do 
not care to criticize my party, but I 
dd condemn those who misrepresent 
it. The question raised in that Vir- 
ginia convention will be carried tp 
the national convention at Chicago. 
We will fin'd out there whether the 
party of Lincoln, of Grant arid of Me- 
Kinley is a lily white party. If it is I 
assure 
ou that there will soon be 


new parties in the field which." will 
stand for the rights of humanity.' _ 


The Senator's statement made a de- 


cided impression. No one would vent- 
ture to guess just what was meant 
by this veiled threat Neither would 
any person within the pale offer anji 
prophecy as to the possibility of a 
fight. Senator Foraker was equally 
non-committal. 


"Explain my remark?" he repeat- 


ed. 
"I must be excused from that. 


It's a mighty poor speech that needs 
an explanation. 


The Senator is to make a act 


speech on the Brownsville affair on 
Tuesday. He has prepared a careful- 
ly drawn argument, 
which already 


has been printed, and Intends to con- 
fine himself to that. It is expected, 
however, that the 
developments of 


the last few days will force him to 
speak extemporaneously. If that Is 
the case, a declaration in regard tp 
the new movement may be made. 


Men close to the Taft organization 


say Foraker has been deeply disap- 
pointed by its attitude. While he has 
maintained an attitude of seemingly 
unyielding hostility, they assert, his 
lieutenants hare approached the Taft 
camp with flags of truce. These hare 
been ignored. One of the plans was 
to end the feud in Ohio through an, 
arrangement whereby Taft would not 
be opposed by Foraker. provided the 
latter could come back to the United 
State Senaie. This, too, went by the 
boards. 


Threats of the solidity of the negro 


and labor vote behind Foraker hare 
been hurled at the Taft walls, but no 
breach has been made up to date.

DISTEMPER IN DOGS.^ 


How to Detect and Cure This Dreaded 


Malady. 


Distemper, one of the most dreadeo 


among dog "illnesses, is an affection 
•which is microbian in its nature and is 
susceptible of affecting the greater 
part of the organs. It is therefore ex- 
tremely variable in its manifestations, 
says the New York Herald. 


Should it take the form of gastro-in- 


testinal catarrh it then offers as symp- 
toms vomiting and diarrhea, -with a 
general feverish state, characterized by 
a profound depression, a wretched ap- 
pearance of the face, -which the state 
of the eyes, filled -with a thick mu 
cous pus, only tends to make -worse. 


In this case ice must be given in 


small fragments to stop the vomiting, 
and the diarrhea must be combated by 
a potion -with a basis of salicylate of 
bismuth and sirup of ratanbia. It is 
well also to feed the sick dog exclu- 
sively with boiled milk to which has 
been added some viehy -water. 


If the suffering animal coughs and 


ejects from the nostrils a thick liquid 
which forms crusts when dry. these 
signs prove that it is the respiratory 
tract -which is attacked. It is -well then 
to give fumigations' with mallow and 
elder flowers and eucalyptus leaves 
and a vomitive of sirup of ipccacuan 
ha. If in spite of this treatment the 
cough does not give way. recourse 
must be had to calming potions of 
sirup of poppies or belladonna and Kn 
bromide of potassium. 


Should the animal show labial puff- 


ing—that is to say, should during the 
expiration his cheeks and his lips swell 
—the lungs are then affected by the 
inflammation; it is a case of pneumo- 
nia. 
Mustard plasters must then be 


placed under the chest and on each 
side of the thorax, and a portion of 
tincture of digitalis must be given 
The food must consist of substances 
easy of digestion— milk, meat broth. 
cream, yolks of eggs, meat juice 
Should the general condition call for ii. 
it will be well to give hot grogs made 
with old cognac or rum. 


"When the nervous system is affected 


the manifestations are most serious. 
They are characterized by "cerebral 
or medullary meningitis." which fre- 
quently ends in paralysis. The spinal 
column and the back of the neck mwit 
be rubbed with an ointment contain- 
ing antimony, and an energetic revul- 
sion in the intestine must be brought 
about by a strong purge. In the event 
of serious convulsions and of intense 
pains characterized by whining and 
howling morphine may be adminis- 
tered. 


The form of the disease least to be 


feared is that which shows itself on 
those parts of the skin which are hair- 
less by an eruption similar to human 
smallpox. This eruption must be al- 
lowed to follow its course, and should 
the itching become too irritating a 
lukewarm very weak solution of per- 
manganate of potash should be used 
as a lolion. This should ln> followed 
by powdering with a mixture of talc, 
starch and iwtato starch. 


Should the animal recover It must 


be put on a severe diet during its con- 
valescence and allowed to eat oniy 
gradually. A specfeilist recommends » 


a teaspoonfoi of which is to be 


riven dnrins the acute period of the 
disease. The formula is as follows:

SATURDAY NIGHT AND DE- 


MAND MONEY. 


MEN SHOOT JOSEPH UGY 


And Sla-sh Him Across Face With a 


'A typical wild west stunt was pull- 


ed oil" in 
Newark Saturday night 


about 7:40 o'clock, and as a result of 
a bold holdup a foreigner lies at the 
Sanitarium slashed across the face 
with a knife and shot in the left arm 
with a revolver of large caliber. 


Leaving their supper table in the 


"Barracks" in the Wehrle addition 
the men, Joseph Ugy and George Ke- 
rona, started for the 
city, walking- 


the railroad tracks. When just east 
of the Shawnee bridge five maskec1 
men sprang out at them and ordere-1 
them to hold up their hands, covering 
them with revolvers. 


Ugy and Kerona protested that thej 


had nothing in 
their pockets, buf 


complied with the demand of the rob 
bers as far as elevating their handt 
were concerned. A quick search wai 
made of their pockets and when the 
thieves found the men had told th. 
truth one of the robbers slashed Ugj 
over the right eye with a knife inflict 
ing a bad gash, and another man, dis 
appointed in failing to find money on 
their victims, pulled a 44 caliber re 
volver from his poc.ket and shot «. 
Ugy, 
the bullet lodging in his left el- 


bow. 


The two foreigners terribly fright 


ened, ran into a grocery at the corner 
of Poplar avenue and Sixth street, 
and called the patrol. The wagoi 
with Driver Francis and Wagonman 
Brooke, made a hurry run and tool- 
the injured man to the Sanitarium 
where he was placed on the operatinf 
table by Drs. Wiyiarch and Smith. If 
required four stitches to close- the 
wound" over his eye, and some tim 
was spent in locating* the bullet. I 
was .found in the left elbow joint anc 
later it worked out and was found ir 
the coat sleeve of Ugy. 


Ugy is a good looking young for 


eigner and lives quietly with his wife 
and one child. He thinks he can iden 
tify his assailants and the police are 
working hard in the effort to rounc" 
the men up. Suspicion points strong 
ly to a gang of men formerly located 
in Newark, but the men for a Ipnr 
time pas£ Have been out of town. 


Chief Zergiebel went at once tr 


the scene of the shooting and for sev- 
eral hours walked around in the vi 
cinity and through the saloons look, 
ing for men answering the descrip 
tion given by Ugy. A policeman wh' 
was several blocks from the shootinf 
and who failed to hear the shot, san 
five men shortly after the affray wa< 
supposed to have taken place, but as 
they were walking along quietly anc1 
there was nothing suspicious in their 
actions, he did not bother them.

How to Get a Good Chest and Bo* 


oome Healthy. 


Breathing exercises are invaluable 


if one would have a high chest, firm, 
full bust and a waist round and sup- 
ple. Nature did not intend us to wad- 
dle "about with drooping chests, look- 
Ing like consumptives ready to give up. 
Expand-the lungs to the limit Raise 
your chest and keep it raised. Practice 
the exercises as they ore given here, 
but make it a rule to breathe correct- 
ly all thexthne. It is quite as neces- 
sary to get all the bad air out as it is 
to get plenty of fresh air in. When 
you rise in the morning, slip on a bath 
robe and bedroom slippers. Open the 
windows. To take breathing exercises 
without perfect ventilation in the room ( 
Is to waste your time, says the New 
York World. 


Place yourself in an erect, easy posi- 


tion, with one foot a little forward, 
allowing the weight to rest upon it 
Put the arms akimbo, with fingers 
pressing on the abdominal muscles in 
front and the thumbs on the muscles 
on either side of the spine. Hold the 
head straight and the hips back, the 
same with the should»m, ""chest high 
and full. Take a deep tranquil breath, 
but one that will cause the chest to rise 
and fall fully and freely at every ef- 
fort 
Do this twenty times. In the 


act of inspiration take in as much air 
as you can hold. In the act of respira- 
tion give out as little as possible. That 
is particularly necessary in effusive 
breathing, which is excellent for chest 
development 
Draw in a full breath 


and send it forth in a prolonged sound 
of the letter H. Never mind if you do 
Bound like a steam radiator ready to 
explode. You will get a chest, and the 
girl who laughs and sneers will not. 


Exercise in expulsive breathing: Draw 


In a full breath and emit it with a live- 
ly expulsive force, still clinging to 
your H sound. Do not prolong it as 
you do in your effusive breathing. Let 
It be a sort of snort, the breath being 
projected into the air. Be-fore going 
to sleep give your Inngs an nir bath. 
Lie flat on the back, with no pillow un- 
der the head. Place the arms close to 
the sides, fhon inhale and exhale slow- 
ly, allowing yourself a rest of five or 
ten seconds between breaths. Do this 
fifteen times. 
Then, with arms ex- 


tended straight out across the bed. 
breathe slowly and deeply fifteen times 
more. You will sleep like a top unless 
yon have been filling up on Welsh rab- 
bit or crab ravicotte a la Bellevue.
